Tourist attraction lodges planning application 


A VISITOR attraction has lodged a 
new planning application - including 
improvements to its access - in a bid 
to end a three-year dispute. 

The British Ironwork Centre at 
Aston near Oswestry says it hopes 
the new application will provide offi¬ 
cial permission for its site. 

Bosses at the centre have submit¬ 
ted a 50-page document with the 


application for its current buildings 
- including a cafe and retail area - as 
well as business units and car park¬ 
ing to Shropshire Council. 

As part of that planning applica¬ 
tion the centre has put forward plans 
for changes to the access off the A5 
trunk road. The details of the appli¬ 
cation have not been revealed but 
centre chairman Clive Knowles ex¬ 


pects them to appear on the council’s 
planning portal next week. 

The business submitted plans for 
its retail and visitor centre in 2015. 
In November 2016 it was updated 
with extras to the application to fit 
in with the attraction’s plans for 
the future. A year later that applica¬ 
tion was withdrawn on the advice of 
council officers. Mr Knowles said the 


previous application had looked at a 
vision of the attraction too far into 
the future. He said: “We probably 
misinterpreted the advice we were 
given about adding our plans for the 
future and were far too enthusiastic. 
It was purely a vision we had and not 
firm plans.” 

He said the application would sim¬ 
ply regularise everything the centre 


currently does and improve the ac¬ 
cess onto the A5. Mr Knowles said: 
“Our plans for the road access, part 
of the previous application, have 
been put forward after considerable 
discussion with Highways England. 

“The work will cost an enormous 
amount of money but it will ensure 
that we will have the highest quality 
road access.” 


EDUCATION 

£3.8 million extra 
cost for schools in 
listed status row 

THE cost of two new superschools in 
Welshpool will rise by almost £4 million 
after one of the buildings was given listed 
status. 

Plans to replace the town’s primary 
schools at a cost of £12.9 million, funded 
by Welsh government and Powys County 
Council, was to have included knocking 
down Maesydre School, renamed Ysgol 
Gymraeg y Trallwng, and putting up a 
new building. 

However plans were thrown into doubt 
when Cadw, which looks after listed build¬ 
ings in Wales, was asked to give it listed 
status. Cadw granted the status meaning 
that the new school will now have to be 
incorporated into the 19th century build¬ 
ing. A report to the council’s cabinet on 
Tuesday said the overall cost for the two 
new schools had risen to £16,794,285. 

Cabinet voted to approve the overspend 
subject to the finances going to a scrutiny 
committee on an urgent basis and return¬ 
ing to the council on July 10. It is also to 
look at applying for Cadw grants for the 
work. 

Councillor Graham Breeze, who called 
for the overspend to be scrutinised, said 
he was horrified by the amount of the 
overspend.

Spitfire to appear 
at transport festival 

WELSHPOOL may have lost its annual 
air show but people in the town will still 
be able to enjoy seeing Britain’s favourite 
plane this weekend. 

Welshpool Air Show was cancelled this 
year after the town council decided that 
mounting costs meant it wasn’t viable. 
However councillors acted quickly to put 
on a new event, the Welshpool Transport 
Festival, which will run on Saturday and 
Sunday. One highlight will be the appear¬ 
ance of a Spitfire in the town’s skies at 
2.50pm on Saturday.

BUSINESS leaders have 
backed Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil’s bid to take over parking 
enforcement after a raft of 
complaints about overzealous 
wardens. 

The town council wants to take over 
the parking responsi¬ 
bilities from Shropshire 
Council after residents 
and business owners com¬ 
plained about being tick¬ 
eted. 

Ian Follington of the Oswestry 
Business Improvement District 
group has backed the move. 

He said: “These are issues we 
are aware of and I welcome the 
town council trying to do something about it. I 
know businesses in the town are concerned and 
this could help. Also I think it isn’t just about 
enforcement, it is about educating people and 
making best use of the space in the town. 

“I know there has been problems on Maes- 
bury Road Industrial Estate about vehicles 
parking everywhere on the side of the road, it 
is chaos sometimes. There needs to be a dif¬ 
ferent approach and it could be about working 
with businesses about where to park and how to 
make changes.” 

Mark Derham, chairman of Oswestry Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, said he cautiously welcomed 
the move and was waiting to see more details 
about how any future plan would work. 

Jason Edwards, of AC Edwards and Sons 
Fruit and Veg, was given a parking ticket on the 
Bailey Head market last year where he has had 
a stall for many years. He said: “It just needs 
common sense and I welcome this move from 
the council. If we’ve got local wardens they’ll 
know the area and see vans which are from 
Oswestry and know they’re making deliveries.”

PATIENT feedback has led to 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital 
being highlighted as one of the 
best in the country. 

The Care Quality Commission has 
published the results of a national in¬ 
patient survey which has seen the hos¬ 
pital named as one of the best. 

The hospital has been named as one of 
just seven organisations placed in the top 
band of trusts delivering results that are 
considered “much better than expected”, 
with patient experience that is substan¬ 
tially better than elsewhere. 

The hospital was also classed as “much 
better”, in both medical care and surgery, 
and chief executive Mark Brandreth said: 
“Patient feedback is crucial in helping us 
to keep our standards high. The results of 
this year’s survey once again reflect how 
our staff are fully committed to providing 
world class care to our patients, but we can¬ 
not be complacent. 

“We can and will look for opportunities 
to make continuous improvement to de¬ 
liver ever better patient experience and 
outcomes.” 

The survey includes NHS acute trusts 
in the country and this year reveals what 
nearly 73,000 adults who had stayed in hos¬ 
pital for at least one night during July last 
year said about the care they received.

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Bomb unit 
is called 
out to site 
once again 

BOMB disposal officers were called 
for a second time to a building site 
near Oswestry after the discovery of 
another wartime shell. 

Police officers were again called to 
Artillery Road in Park Hall, the site 
of a former army training camp, after 
the shell was discovered on the site 
where Chartland Homes is building a 
number of properties. 

Nearby residents were told to stay 
indoors and away from windows on 
Monday morning while police waited 
for bomb disposal officers to arrive 
and dispose of the item. 

Nigel Sargeant, of West Mercia Po¬ 
lice, said: “Police were informed at 
about 9.20am that what is believed to 
be an old wartime shell was found at a 
site in Park Hall in Oswestry. 

“Explosives Ordnance Disposal 
were contacted and attended the site 
to dispose of the item safely.” 

It comes less than two weeks after 
work was halted when a shell was dis¬ 
covered on June 5, and taken away 
by bomb disposal experts to a field in 
Bagley, near Ellesmere, to be disposed 
of. 

Following that incident, Chartland 
Homes instructed a specialist to sur¬ 
vey the site who began his work on 
Monday morning when the second 
shell was discovered. 

Project manager Andrew Jones 
said: “They were working alongside 
workmen when the device was found.”

£ 30 k jewellery burglar 
foiled by dna is jailed 


College teams up with hotel chain

A BURGLAR who stole almost 
£30,000 worth of jewellery and 
goods from an Oswestry fami¬ 
ly has been jailed for more than 
two years. 

Nicholas Sheppard, aged 38, was 
caught after blood left at the scene 
matched his DNA and security camer¬ 
as in the area filmed his van. 

Prosecuting barrister Kevin Jones said 
the householders discovered the break-in 
when they returned from a trip to Welsh¬ 
pool on January 31. 

Sheppard snatched 50 pieces of jewellery 
worth £28,352 and items of sentimental 
value including professional badges and 
children’s teeth collected by the “tooth 
fairy”. Mr Jones said: “When they returned 
home they could see the garden table was 
leaning up against the wall and was out of 
place. When they went to check it, they saw 
a window was smashed. They realised there 
had been a burglary. 

“When they went upstairs they found 
there had been a search. Drawers were 
opened and two jewellery boxes and the 
contents were missing, while some other 
boxes had been emptied. 

“Forensic officers were called and blood 
found on broken glass on the smashed win¬ 
dow identified the defendant. 

“CCTV from a neighbouring property 
showed a vehicle arriving and a male walk¬ 
ing up the drive. The vehicle registration 
led to this defendant being arrested.” 

Adrian Roberts, mitigating, told the 
court that Sheppard, originally from the 
town, returned to drug-taking following 
family problems last year. He had moved 
to Essex a decade ago, but had links to the 
area. 

Mr Roberts said: “He sold some of the 
items in Oswestry to pay for petrol to get 
back to Basildon. He knows what’s coming 
today.” 

Sheppard pleaded guilty to burglary of a 
dwelling at an earlier hearing. 

The court heard he had 21 previous con¬ 
victions dating to 1997 for offences includ¬ 
ing dishonesty, forgery and theft.

Some of the students who have 
gone on to work at the company’s 
hotels across the country returned 
to the college to tell their stories. 


Mary Woodhall, 26, was a student at 
the college in 2014 and, after work 
experience on the college reception 
asked if she could try her hand on a 
Premier Inn reception. 

She proved so good on her place¬ 
ment at the Chester North inn that 
when she left college to return to 
her home in London, she was given 
work experience at the Greenwich 
Premier Inn. 

“After a few months I was given a 
job,” she said.

INFORMATION is being passed to the 
police regarding vandals who removed the 
letter ‘t’ out of a dozen signs in a row over 
how a village’s name should be spelt. 

Last month a blow torch was used to 
burn the ‘t’ off the signs in the village of 
Llansantffraid near Oswestry 

It was traditionally spelt with a ‘t’, until 
linguists lobbied for it to be removed. 

However a referendum took place which 
led to Powys County Council re-instating 
it into the name and putting up new signs. 

Four years on the signs have been at¬ 
tacked with the letter burned out, spark¬ 
ing a police investigation. A spokeswoman 
for Dyfed-Powys Police said: “Dyfed-Powys 
Police received a report of a number of road 
signs in Llansantffraid being damaged 
overnight on May 15. The damage was 
consistent, with the letter ‘t’ being burned 
from each sign. All viable lines of inquiry 
were carried out, however no suspect could 
be identified.” The signs are yet to be re¬ 
paired or replaced, however county coun¬ 
cillor Gwynfor Thomas has been handed 
information about a potential suspect. 

He said: “I have been passed some infor¬ 
mation as to who may have done it, so I 
will be passing that information onto the 
police.”

“The service provided was absolutely not 
at the level we wish to provide and we have 
instigated an urgent and detailed review of 
the incident. 

“We are also working closely with col¬ 
leagues at Betsi Cadwaladr University 
Health Board on a joint investigation into 
the incident and will involve Ms Clark at 
every stage. 

“Given the ongoing nature of the investi¬ 
gation, we are not able to provide any fur¬ 
ther details at this time, other than to say 
again how very sorry we are.”

Unbelievable news from 
Powys County Council this week 
that the decision by Cadw to list 
the decaying Maesydre School 
at Welshpool could cost the au¬ 
thority over £3 million extra - and 
that’s money the council doesn’t 
have. 

An 11th hour application to list 
the school building put the entire 
£13 million new schools project 
into doubt. 

But plans to incorporate part 
of the old building into a new 
scheme looked the perfect com¬ 
promise - until the estimated 
costs came in. 

The cash-strapped council 
already needs to find £8.5mil- 
lion worth of savings in the next 
financial year without this addi¬ 
tional burden so I, for one, will 
certainly not support this extra 
spending. 

The Cadw intervention has 
already delayed the scheme for 
the Welsh language school by a 
year so let’s go back to square 
one and produce a building that 
falls within the cash that’s in the 
budget. 

It’s what you would do if build¬ 
ing your own home or expanding 
your own business. 

The days of the council mon¬ 
ey tree and bottomless pits are 
things of the past. 

It’s time to get into the real 
world. 

And don’t get me started on 
those who caused this issue with 
the request for listing by Cadw 
because regardless of anything 
else the move has had a dam¬ 
aging effect on the education of 
the Welsh speaking children of 
Welshpool. 

There’s been plenty of talk this 
week about the possibility that 
Powys will end free parking for 
blue badge holders as part of the 
cost saving exercise.

Is your car ready for new, 
more stringent MOT test?

Car MOT tests have been 
tightened up, so should 
drivers be concerned? 
Report by MARK ANDREWS 

CONTROVERSIAL changes to 
the MOT test have come into 
force, which now mean it will 
be an offence to drive a car 
away if it is deemed to be dan¬ 
gerous. 

The changes will also see tighter 
regulations about emissions from 
diesel vehicles, and failures for cars 
which display engine management 
warning lights. 

Drivers of cars more than 40 years old 
will no longer need to put their car in for 
the annual test. 

The new rules have been introduced 
to comply with a new European directive 
which requires vehicles across the EU to 
be tested to an agreed standard. 

Under the changes, three new catego¬ 
ries of fault types have been introduced: 
two of which result in a failed test - ‘dan¬ 
gerous’ and ‘major’ - and one which re¬ 
sults in a pass - ‘minor’. 

But the new regulations appear to have 
caused confusion among motorists. 

A survey from the the RAC found that 
half (49 per cent) of drivers questioned 
were unsure about the the new ‘minor’ 
fault category. 

Many motorists believe a minor fault 
would lead to an MOT failure, when actu¬ 
ally it means ‘pass with defects’ and has 
been introduced to serve as a reminder 
for drivers to get it fixed. 

Worryingly, five per cent of drivers 
thought a ‘dangerous’ fault would pass 


the test and six per cent thought a 
‘major’ one would too. 

The test will also make it harder for 
diesel cars to pass the test as part of the 
crackdown on cars producing ‘dirty’ 
and toxic emissions. 

Diesel particulate filters (DPF) will 
now be rigorously checked and if it is 
found to have been removed or tam¬ 
pered with the car will fail. 

There have been further concerns re¬ 
garding the ban on driving cars away 
which have been found to have ‘danger¬ 
ous’ faults. Some feel this could create 
a captive market, making it more dif¬ 
ficult for motorists to take their car to 
another garage for a second opinion, 
or to shop around for the best deal on 
repairs. Under the old rules, it was pos¬ 
sible to book a car in before the existing 


MOT had expired, and continue using 
even after if failed so long as the previ¬ 
ous MOT was still valid. 

But under the new rules, if a car fails 
on a fault that is considered ‘danger¬ 
ous’, it cannot legally be driven away 
from the workshop, and concerns have 
been expressed that unscrupulous ga¬ 
rages could exploit that by failing cars 
unnecessarily or charging over the odds 
for repairs. 

Darren Williams, an MOT tester with 
David Dexters garage in Bridgnorth, 
said the most important thing was to 
use a trustworthy and reputable ga¬ 
rage. 

“It does us no favours to tell some¬ 
body they can’t take their car away un¬ 
less they have an expensive repair,” he 
said. “You could make a bit of money 


the first time you did that, but you 
would never see them again.” 

Faults are considered “dangerous” if 
they are deemed to present an immedi¬ 
ate risk to road safety or have a serious 
impact on the environment. 

“A completely bald tyre worn through 
to the canvas, could be considered to be 
a dangerous fault, or if you have got no 
brake lights working at all, because no¬ 
body would have known when you were 
stopping,” said Mr Williams. 

“In the past, if you had a broken coil 
spring, you might just fail that, but from 
now on it might be considered danger¬ 
ous.” 

Motorists can still arrange to have 
their vehicles taken away by trailer if 
they want to have them repaired else¬ 
where. 

Mr Williams, who is 48, has been an 
MOT tester for 20 years, and said in his 
experience more cars passed first time 
than in the past. 

While the changes will mean much 
tighter restrictions on diesel emissions, 
he said this was restricted to newer cars, 
and did not envisage it becoming a major 
problem. 

“It only applies to newer cars, and 
most of these sail through the emissions 
tests, and will continued to do so,” he 
said. 

“There has been a lot of scaremonger- 
ing about this.” 

Another change is that historic ve¬ 
hicles, registered on or before May 31, 
1978, will not be required by law to take 
an MOT test. At the moment only cars 
registered before 1960 are exempt from 
the test but the changes will increase 
this to cars which are 40 years old or 
more. 

Mr Williams said he believed most re¬ 
sponsible drivers would continue to put 
their car in for the MOT to ensure they 
were roadworthy.

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In 2015, the Commons vot¬ 
ed - by six to one - deliberately 
and voluntarily to give respon¬ 
sibility for the final decision on 
our membership of the EU to 
the British people. 17.4 million 
people voted to leave - more 
than have voted for any issue or 
party in our history. At last year’s 
General Election, 85 per cent of 
the electorate voted for parties 
whose manifestos guaranteed 
we would leave. The Conserv¬ 
atives explicitly said we would 
leave the Single Market, the Cus¬ 
toms Union and the jurisdiction 
of the European Court of Justice 
because to do otherwise would 
not truly be leaving; it would not 
truly be taking back control. 

It has, therefore, been a good 
week for democracy, as all the 
Lords’ amendments to the Eu¬ 
ropean Union (Withdrawal) Bill 
- designed to dilute, frustrate, or 
outright stop our leaving - were 
rejected by the elected Com¬ 
mons. The Bill now returns to the 
Lords in a form which gives the 
Government maximum freedom 
to negotiate and deliver Brexit. 

The Prime Minister goes to 
Brussels for the European Coun¬ 
cil summit in a fortnight with a 
strong hand. Remember that the 
EU sells £72 billion more to the 
UK than we sell to them; over 
half of our exports go elsewhere 
and around 85 per cent of the 
global economy will soon be out¬ 
side the EU. 

They need our £9 billion net 
annual contributions to the EU 
budget. The UK’s co-operation 
on defence and intelligence is 
vital for EU security. 

But in any negotiation, the ne¬ 
gotiator must retain and, if nec¬ 
essary, exercise the right to walk 
away without a deal if he or she 
is to have any hope of securing 
a good one. The EU must un¬ 
derstand that any deal which we 
agree will have to be better than 
WTO terms because, if not, we 
are better off walking away and 
opting for WTO. 

There has been much talk 
about further amendments to the 
Bill in the Lords, which could em¬ 
bolden the EU to be even more 
intransigent or limit the Prime 
Minister’s options at the negoti¬ 
ating table. This would be really 
dangerous. 

But at the time of writing, the 
amendment which the Govern¬ 
ment has tabled in the Lords 
maintains the Prime Minister’s 
ability to act in our best interests. 

The House of Lords must stick 
to that amendment. 

They must not pass any which 
are designed to thwart the will of 
the elected Commons and that 
of the British people.

CAN I APPLY FOR WINDING UP ORDER TO GET INVOICE 
PAID IF I’M IN DISPUTE WITH COMPANY OWING IT? 

Q: I have been chasing a company because they owe me £25,000 for providing them with snow clearing equipment during the bad weather. They did pay me £10,000 off our invoice but have refused to 

pay me the rest. I think they are struggling financially. 

I was thinking about applying for a Winding Up Order to close down their company and get liquidators involved. That way, at least I would have some chance of getting some of my money back. 
However, they have now emailed me to say that they were not satisfied with the product because a wheel came off one of the snow ploughs during a job and they couldn’t finish the whole thing and 
this is why they have refused to pay to full amount. I’ve heard that if there is some sort of dispute with the invoice I can’t apply for a Winding Up Order. Is this correct? 

A. That is correct. If they dispute that they owe you the money because there is a substantial issue with the invoice, such as them claiming there should be a set-off because there 

was an issue with the equipment you provided, then that would give them a reasonable basis on which to argue against any statutory demand and defend any petition for a 
Winding Up Order. 

Your best option would therefore be to issue proceedings against the company in the County Court. This will mean that ultimately a Judge will hear evidence and make the 
decision as to whether a set-off does apply and, if not, make an Order that the other side makes full payment to you together with costs. 

Commercial litigation cases such as the above can often become complex and so you would be well advised to instruct a lawyer with experience in these matters.

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Campuses 
are facing 
the axe in 
shake-up 

THREE college sites could close as 
part of widespread cuts. 

North Shropshire College is consid¬ 
ering closing its campuses in Wem, 
Shipley and Tenbury Wells. 

It has launched a consultation over 
the proposals, which interim principal 
Ian Peake said was due to “economic 
reasons”. 

He said the centres had low num¬ 
bers and efforts were being made to 
ensure affected students continued 
their education. 

Courses would be focused on its 
sites in Oswestry and Walford, near 
Baschurch, instead. 

The college site in Bridgnorth Road, 
Shipley, specialises in animal care. 

Maths, English and IT courses are 
offered at the site in High Street, 
Wem, and the Tenbury Wells site spe¬ 
cialises in engineering. 

Mr Peake said: “North Shropshire 
College has just started to consult 
about the proposed closure of its satel¬ 
lite centres at Shipley, Tenbury Wells 
and Wem. 

“This proposed change will enable 
the college to focus its investments at 
its two main campuses, at Oswestry 
and Walford, and improve its financial 
position by closing uneconomic cen¬ 
tres that provide few courses for very 
small numbers of students. 

“The consultation with the staff 
will seek their views, and endeavour 
to minimise the impact of these pro¬ 
posals on individual colleagues. 

The college is also working with 
students at the satellite centres to en¬ 
sure they can continue their learning 
programmes and achieve excellent 
results.” 

He added that transport would be 
laid on to get students to the consoli¬ 
dated centres. 


Assurances are given 
over dialysis unit staff

HEALTH bosses have made as¬ 
surances that no staff at a Mid 
Wales dialysis unit will be forced 
to transfer to the private sector. 

For months nurses at the Welshpool 
Victoria Memorial, and at hospitals in 
north Wales, have been fearful their 
jobs may be transferred to a private 
company, under a tendering process 
by the Betsi Cadwaladr University 
Health Board (BCUH), which runs 
health care in North Wales. 

Politicians have been trying to get an¬ 
swers and last month County Councillor 
Graham Breeze and Plaid Cymru joined 
forces to oppose privatisation plans. 

Now Vaughan Gething, cabinet secretary 
for health and social services, and Gary Do¬ 
herty, chief executive of BCUH, have sent 
written assurances that no jobs will be 
transferred. 

In a letter to Councillor Breeze, Mr 
Gething said: “Healthcare for the people of 
Wales is comprehensive, universal and free 
at the point of access and we will not be 
privatising the NHS. I will be writing to the 
nursing staff of the Welshpool unit directly. 

“The expansion and improvement of the 
NHS renal services in Wales has been a 
success for staff and patients and provided 
excellent value for money. 

“Welsh Government’s long established 
policy position is we will not support the 
transfer of staff between the NHS and inde¬ 
pendent renal services providers.” 

A letter from Mr Doherty said he fully 
understood concerns among staff and pa¬ 
tients, however the review is not finalised 
and dialogue is still ongoing.

Music for the Monty will raise money 
for the project to make the stretch of the 
canal from Crickheath towards Welshpool 
navigable. 

The two-day festival takes place in Welshpool 
during the town’s Transport Festival on Satur¬ 
day and Sunday. 

More than a dozen musicians and bands have 
volunteered to busk at sites around Welshpool 
to raise funds for the Restore the Montgomery 
Canal appeal. 

The evening concert at Welshpool Town Hall 
features Welshpool and Shropshire bands, One 
Crow Sorrow, I am Sam Acoustic and the Shrop¬ 
shire Boatmen.

Anglers are 
urged to 
help protect 
fish stocks 

NATURAL Resources Wales (NRW) 
is asking anglers in Wales to help con¬ 
serve fish stocks by voluntarily agree¬ 
ing to release all the salmon and more 
of the sea trout they catch this year. 

The request comes as the latest 
assessments confirm stocks of these 
iconic fish continue to face severe 
challenges. 

Anglers can currently take the 
salmon they catch on all Welsh riv¬ 
ers, apart from the Wye and the Taff 
where mandatory catch and release is 
already in place. 

NRW is tackling other factors af¬ 
fecting fish stocks such as habitat 
damage, pollution and illegal exploita¬ 
tion, but it believes that returning all 
salmon to the water can make a dif¬ 
ference. 

Dave Mee, senior fisheries advisor 
for NRW, said: “What is really encour¬ 
aging is that the majority of anglers 
are already voluntarily releasing the 
fish they catch, but we feel the situa¬ 
tion is now so serious for salmon that 
we need all anglers to play their part.” 

Mr Mee added: “The number of 
salmon and sea trout migrating into 
many Welsh rivers was worryingly 
low last year so it’s vital that we give 
every fish the chance to swim up¬ 
stream to spawn and boost the next 
generation. 

“Survival of salmon at sea has de¬ 
clined markedly and is currently at a 
historic low. 

“It is difficult to tackle this, and 
there are additional pressures on our 
fish stocks, but anglers can help safe¬ 
guard our stocks by allowing more 
fish to survive.”

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Street pastor 
team support 

A TOWN is raising money to cover 
the cost of street pastors at a show 
where a teenager died last year. 

Montgomery teenager James 
Corfield went missing at last year’s 
Royal Welsh Show in Builth Wells, 
and his body was recovered from the 
River Wye. 

A number of organisations have 
been working together to provide ad¬ 
ditional safety measures for the 2018 
event, and one scheme is to introduce 
street pastors to the town. The pastors 
are volunteers but funds need to be 
raised to cover their expenses. Mont¬ 
gomery councillor Stephen Hayes has 
offered that the town cover the costs, 
which could be between £1,000 and 
£1,500. He appealed for residents to 
make a pledge and drop it into loca¬ 
tions around the town. 

HP's shock at 
group membership 

AN MP says he was surprised to dis¬ 
cover he was one of 10 Conservative 
MPs who were members of a social 
media group promoting alleged Is- 
lamophobic, homophobic and racist 
abuse. 

The oliticians, including Montgom¬ 
eryshire MP Glyn Davies, were mem¬ 
bers of the Conservative Debating 
Forum Monday Club, according to a 
story published in political website 
Red Roar. 

The Conservative Party has said the 
group is no way affiliated to the party 
and it condemns the views shared by 
some members. All Tory MPs involved 
have said they had no knowledge of 
being added to the group, and Mr 
Davies says somebody else must have 
added him to the group. 

He said: “I’d never heard of the site 
and have no idea how my name, along 
with Conservative colleagues, had 
been joined up.” 


Birthing services at unit 
to remain suspended

BIRTHING services at Oswest¬ 
ry’s baby unit are to remain sus¬ 
pended. 

The services were due to resume 
this week but health bosses say they 
will now remain unavailable “until 
the outcome of a period of engagement 
is known”. 

The services at the unit, and at units in 
Ludlow and Bridgnorth, have been hit by a 
series of closures over the last year. 

All three units will remain open between 
8am and 8pm for antenatal and postnatal 
services. Women booked to give birth at 
Bridgnorth, Oswestry and Ludlow will be 
offered a birth at either Shrewsbury or 
Telford or they may choose the option of 
a home birth. 

Sarah Jamieson, head of midwifery, said: 
“Unfortunately the issues which have been 
affecting our maternity service continue. 
With over 98 p er cent of our women giv¬ 
ing birth away from our rural midwife led 
units, we are having to deploy our mid wives 
where our mothers are choosing, or are 
being assessed as needing, to be and ensure 
that our consultant led unit and our larger 
midwife led units are safely staffed. 

“We are planning a period of focused en¬ 
gagement with our service users, during 
which time we will be seeking their views 
and feeding these back to the trust board. 
The time period for the engagement and 
details regarding how to get involved will 
be released shortly. 

“The safety of women and babies using 
our maternity services has been, and al¬ 
ways will be, our number one priority. 

“I would like to apologise for any incon¬ 
venience that this may cause.”

'Closures 11 
are leading 
to low birth 
numbers' 

BABIES are not being born at rural 
maternity units because they have 
been closed, off and on, for the last 
year, campaigners say. 

Comments from the chair of Shrop¬ 
shire’s Clinical Commissioning Group 
that the number of babies born in the 
county’s Midwife Led Units - between 
40 and 50 - are nowhere near the 250 
needed to keep midwives’ skills up 
have angered those fighting to keep 
units in Oswestry, Bridgnorth and 
Ludlow open. 

Dr Julian Povey said numbers had 
been falling in the last five to six years 
and said it was not possible to have 
a “gold star” maternity unit in every 
town. 

His views have led to a flurry of 
comments on social media including 
the Save Oswestry Maternity Unit 
Facebook page. Mother of four Liz 
Grayston is one of those leading the 
campaign to keep the rural units 
open. 

Mrs Grayston said the authorities 
should look at why the figures are so 
low. 

She said births had fallen in the 
past 18 months in Oswestry because 
the unit had been shut. 

“Prior to that Oswestry saw births 
on a level with those eight years ago,” 
she said. 

“Those figures were 83 in 2015/16 
and 82 in 2009/10.” 

Mrs Grayston said: “The signifi¬ 
cant decline in numbers of midwife 
led births have been at the MLU in 
Shrewsbury - 207 in 2015/16 com¬ 
pared to 478 in 2009/10 - and Telford 
- 359 in 2015/17, 488 in 2009/10. 

“Birthing services have pretty 
much been suspended since last July, 
with brief open periods at the start of 
this year.”

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“Warning given 
to landowners 
over tax plan 


Recruitment drive is launched by police force 
as figures show officer numbers have fallen 


LANDOWNERS across Mid Wales could 
face paying a hefty tax under plans being 
considered by the Welsh Government it 
has been warned. 

The Vacant Land Tax will see any land 
with planning permission that has not 
been built on taxed annually based on its 
market value. 

Land without planning permission but 
identified for residential use within a Local 
Development Plan will could also face a 
proposed tax, according to Martin Moore of 
Morris, Marshall and Poole with Norman 
Lloyd, which has offices throughout Mid 
Wales and Shropshire. 

Mr Moore said: “The Welsh Government 
is yet to clarify details about the new tax. 
But we do know it could be in place poten¬ 
tially by early next year. 

“A similar tax in Ireland introduced last 
year initially taxed vacant land at three 
per cent of its market value. That has now 
risen to seven per cent. 

“We suspect the Welsh Government is 
looking at a similar model in Wales and it’ll 
affect any piece of land with planning per¬ 
mission, whether a small plot for a house or 
a large-scale housing development.” 

He added: “This also includes land iden¬ 
tified for housing within Local Develop¬ 
ment Plans, such as the recently approved 
Powys LDP.” 

Bus users say 
they are being 
hit in pocket 

BUS users in Chirk say they are penalised 
because they travel on a bus that starts its 
journey in England. 

The bus from the town into the main 
town, Wrexham, costs £6.20 return. 

Those in the neighbouring village of 
Newbridge pay £4.20. 

They say a two-year campaign to try and 
win parity has still not brought results. 

However, bus company, Arriva, says 
that it is not the English/Welsh border 
that makes the difference but the fact that 
Chirk is out of the Wrexham zone bound¬ 
ary. 

Councillor Terry Evans said he had been 
trying to sort out the inequality for a long 
time. 

“People from Chirk that use the bus on 
a regular basis are complaining to me con¬ 
stantly about unfair charges,” he said. 

“A return ticket from Chirk to Wrexham 
is £6.20 but as Newbridge falls within the 
Welsh Saver Zone the day return ticket 
is £4.20.That’s £2 per day, on a mini¬ 
mum wage that is a lot of money over 12 
months.” 

“The bus they use is from Oswestry, it 
picks up all the way to Wrexham and back 
but you can only purchase the save zone 
ticket from Newbridge. We need to get 
Chirk/Ceiriog Valley into the Welsh Saver 
Zone so we can purchase a Wrexham Day 
Saver Ticket and stop this inequality.” 
Simon Mathieson, area managing director, 
Arriva Midlands said: “Many of Arriva’s 
ticket areas are delivered on a zonal basis.” 

Firm supporting 
Eisteddfod again 

THE holder of an international peace prize 
is returning to a music festival as a spon¬ 
sor. 

Last year the British Ironwork Centre, 
based in Oswestry, was presented with the 
Rotary International Peace Prize at the 
Llangollen International Musical Eistedd¬ 
fod for its Save a Life, Surrender Your 
Knife amnesty project. 

The organisation will take a 15-foot tall 
golden gorilla to the Eisteddfod which runs 
from July 3 to July 8. 

Since receiving the international award, 
the British Ironwork Centre has contin¬ 
ued its campaign to assist and support 
the home office and police to reduce knife 
crime across the UK, backing all 43 forces 
with knife banks that are provided free. 

Originally, the organisation set a goal 
to collect 100,000 blades from the streets, 
but having already achieved 200,000, has 
since increased its ambition to collect one 
million. Clive Knowles, chairman of the 
British Ironwork Centre, said: “It was an 
incredible honour to be awarded the Ro¬ 
tary International Peace Award at last 
year’s International Eisteddfod.”

Figures published by the Shropshire Star 
show that the number of officers employed by 
the West Mercia Police force has reduced by 
more than 370 over the past few years. 

West Mercia’s Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner, John Campion, said the recruitment 
drive would protect the number of officers em¬ 
ployed by the force. 

He said: “The public want visible, accessible 
policing focused on resolving the problems in 
our communities. 

“I am delivering this by protecting the front¬ 
line, bolstering police numbers through this 
recruitment drive and prioritising resources to

keep our communities safe. The level of interest 
is already encouraging, and we expect a high 
standard of applicants who reflect the diversity 
in our communities, and will deliver the quality 
service our communities deserve.” 

Martin Evans, Assistant Chief Constable 
of West Mercia Police added: “Policing has 
changed over time but it remains one of the 
most challenging, unpredictable yet utterly re¬ 
warding jobs I know. 

“A career with West Mercia Police is one that 
I recommend to anyone who wants to make a 
positive difference every day to the lives of the 
people in their community.” 


West Mercia Police saw a 16 per cent drop in 
officer numbers between 2010 and September 
2017. 

The number of police officers fell to 2,017 last 
year, leaving 160 officers per 100,000 popula¬ 
tion in the policing patch which covers Shrop¬ 
shire, Herefordshire and Worcestershire. 

Police community support officers (PCSOs) 
also fell by a fifth during the same time frame, 
according to the government report. 

Numbers dropped from 279 in 2010 to 223 
last September, although the number of special 
constables rose by 67 per cent in the same pe¬ 
riod - from 233 to 388. 

PCSOs work with police officers and share 
some, but not all of their powers, while special 
constables are volunteers who have the same 


powers as police. It comes as statistics show 
there was a rising level of crime in the West 
Mercia area last year. 

It emerged in April that crimes recorded by 
West Mercia Police increased by nine per cent 
in 2017, with a rise of 13 per cent for violent 
offences. 

The figures, released by the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics, showed increases in the num¬ 
ber of recorded sexual offences, vehicle crimes, 
bike thefts, and weapon possession from the 
end of 2016 to the end of 2017. 

West Mercia Police recorded a total 85,790 
crimes in the year ending 2017. However, the 
Crime Survey of England and Wales, released 
at the same time, stated that most crimes had 
stayed at the same level as the previous year. 


Unemployment in region 
bucks the national trend

THE number of people in work in 
the UK and the West Midlands re¬ 
mained at record levels in the three 
months to April. 

But unemployment in the region, in¬ 
cluding Shropshire, bucked the national 
trend, rising by 7,000 on the quarter to 
148,000. Nationally there was a fall of 
38,000 to 1.42 million. 

The employment rate for the West Mid¬ 
lands is at a record high of 74 per cent with 
2.76 million in work - up 51,000 on the previ¬ 
ous quarter. Employment nationally increased 
by 146,000 to 32.39 million, the highest figure 
since records began in 1971, giving a record 
rate of 75.6 per cent. The national jobless rate 
is 4.2 per cent, the lowest since 1975, accord¬ 
ing to the Office for National Statistics. For the 
West Midlands it is 5.1 per cent. 

Average earnings increased by 2.5 per cent 
in the year to April, down by 0.1 per cent on 
the previous month, but 0.3 per cent up on a 
year ago. 

Inactive 

The number of people classed as economically 
inactive, including students, those on long-term 
sick leave, those who have taken early retire¬ 
ment or who have given up looking for work, 
fell by 72,000 to 8.6 million in the latest quar¬ 
ter, giving a rate of 21 per cent, a record low. 

The claimant count, which includes people on 
Jobseeker’s Allowance and the unemployment 
element of Universal Credit, fell by 7,700 last 
month to 886,000, around 90,000 more than a 
year ago. The West Midlands had a rise of 155 
to 99,950, which is 2.8 per cent of the working 
population. 

The Shropshire Council area saw the number 
of claimants fall by 110 compared with the pre¬ 
vious month, taking the total to 2,305, mean¬ 
ing 1.2 per cent of the workforce was receiving 
jobless benefits. In Telford and Wrekin, there 
were 10 fewer claimants, making its total 2,160. 
This represents two per cent of the workforce. 
In Powys, the number of claimants fell by 15 to 
720. This represents 0.9 per cent of the work¬ 
force. Gareth Niblett, Job Centre customer 
services manager for Shropshire, said: “It is 
looking good news across Shropshire and Tel¬ 
ford & Wrekin. We have seen a decline in people 
in receipt of unemployment benefits. There are 
no major recruitments going on but there are 
a lot of jobs around which are coming through 
ourselves.” 


A MAN has left behind £20,000 as a thank you 
to Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital for the care 
he received for many years while growing up. 

Norman Barton, who passed away in Novem¬ 
ber 2016, decided to donate £20,000 to the hos¬ 
pital for the care he received after being born 
with club feet. 

Mr Barton, from St Martins near Oswestry, 
spent a large part of his childhood at the hos¬ 
pital undergoing operations and treatment to 


rectify his condition. His brothers, Alan and 
Leonard, paid a visit to the hospital to hand 
over the donation. Mr Barton asked for the 
money to be divided between three areas at 
the hospital. A total of £10,000 was left to the 
children’s unit fund, £5,000 to the arthritis and 
rheumatism fund and the last £5,000 to The 
Orthopaedic Research Children’s Centre. 

Mr Barton organised many fundraising 
events for the hospital and donated signifi¬ 


cant amounts of money to the children’s unit 
throughout his life. In 1980 he raised £840, 
around £3,500 in today’s money, from riding a 
unicycle for eight miles which allowed the ward 
to purchase two paediatric beds and a cot. Su¬ 
zanne Marsden, children’s unit manager, said: 
“Mr Barton has left an extremely generous 
amount of money which will make such a dif¬ 
ference to our patients and the time they spend 
in hospital. 


Road collision sparks fears over overgrown verges 


PEOPLE have expressed further concerns 
about overgrown grass verges after a two-car 
crash near Oswestry. 

A road into Chirk was blocked after a col¬ 
lision happened on the junction of Oaklands 
Road, near to the Poachers pub. 

No injuries were reported and it is unclear 
how the crash on Monday last week happened, 
but it has prompted concerns from Oaklands 
Road residents about overgrown grass verges 
on the road and at the junction to the B5070 

Drivers’ views are restricted due to the tall 


grass and one resident, Christine Hughes, is 
concerned about the problems the verges could 
cause, and believes alongside regular speeding 
on the road there are accidents just waiting to 
happen. 

She said: “We have the issue of long grass on 
the roadside at the Poachers Pocket’s end of 
Oaklands Road. 

“I have very strong concerns over the high 
risk of accidents with pedestrians along this 
length at the best of times. 

“Since the canal was designated as part of 


the World Heritage Site, it has brought in 
many more tourists and walkers. 

“They walk the length of Oaklands Road as 
part of a circular route including the canal tow- 
path often with children, prams and dogs. 

“With the uncut verges, there is nowhere for 
them to go to get out of the way of traffic using 
the road. When you take into account huge ar¬ 
ticulated lorries have been sent down the road 
via sat nav and regular speeding through traf¬ 
fic, it’s a death waiting to happen.” 

Motorists have been complaining about 


uncut grass verges all around the region, and 
Shropshire Council said it is been a challenging 
year for grass growth, but visibility splays are 
prioritised by the authority. 

Tim Sneddon, of Shropshire Council’s en¬ 
vironmental maintenance, said: “Orders have 
been raised to cut grass verges, but you will 
appreciate that with 5,200 km of highway they 
will not be cut in a week. In addition we try and 
hold off the cutting of verges until later in the 
season, to promote the growth of wild flowers 
and increase biodiversity.”

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“No more delays 
expected for 
NHS ill roll-out 


Hospital staff were victims of violence or 
aggression on 111 occasions in last year 


NO more delays are expected to the switch- 
ing-on of the NHS 111 out-of-hours service 
in Shropshire which is earmarked to begin 
in July. 

New plans will see out-of-hours care in 
Shropshire and Mid Wales now accessed 
through a national NHS 111 number that 
people will call to be directed to the right 
place depending on their situation. 

It was due to be switched on in Shrop¬ 
shire on July 3, but due to problems with 
NHS Wales that date was pushed back. 

NHS Wales is not switching its service 
on until October, which threw up a prob¬ 
lem for Shropshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) with almost 5,000 patients 
who live in Wales registered with a doctor 
in Shropshire. 

Shropshire patients living in the county 
will use the NHS 111 number as of July 
17, however between July and October pa¬ 
tients living in Wales but signed up to a GP 
in Shropshire will still have to call through 
the old Shropdoc 0333 number. 

Shropshire CCG chair Julian Povey isn’t 
expecting any further delays to the switch 
on of the service. He said: “We are one of 
the only CCGs in the country who don’t 
use the system, so it makes sense to be a 
part of it. The reason for the push back is 
because NHS Wales aren’t going live on 
111 until October.” 

Children step 
back in time at 
old workhouse 

LIKE a scene from Oliver children from 
the Llanfyllin area have been making and 
eating gruel, digging the garden and even 
washing clothes with a dolly tub in a Victo¬ 
rian workhouse. 

All children going to Llanfyllin High 
School from its cluster primary schools in 
September are taking part in a local his¬ 
tory project to discover, ‘Who lived in the 
Dolydd’. The project has been launched at 
the old, union workhouse building, known 
as Y Dolydd, in Llanfyllin. 

The children were greeted by a ‘Work- 
house Master’, Y Dolydd’s version of Mr 
Bumble in the Dickens classic and were 
ushered into the building in the same way 
that former inmates were so they could 
experience what it was like to live in the 
workhouse in the 19th century. 

During the day they took part on a num¬ 
ber of hands-on activities including mak¬ 
ing and eating gruel, digging the vegetable 
patch and washing using a tub and dolly. 

Members of the Llanfyllin Dolydd Build¬ 
ing Preservation Trust were on hand to tell 
the children about Y Dolydd and following 
the mornings’ activities, the children used 
census information to find out about the 
people who lived in the workhouse, what 
their lives were like and what happened 
to them after they left. John Hainsworth 
from the trust said the children were cre¬ 
ating an original database of all the former 
residents that can be used to undertake 
new historical research into the building 
and its former inmates. 

Cash racks up 
for canal appeal 

A £300,000 appeal to help unlock the next 
stage in the Montgomery Canal restora¬ 
tion is getting closer to its target. 

The Bridge The Gap appeal has so far 
raised £200,000 - including a £70,000 leg¬ 
acy donation. 

It will go towards rebuilding the School 
House Bridge, the last road blockage in 
Shropshire faced by those behind the 
lengthy project. 

John Dodwell, chairman of the Mont¬ 
gomery Canal Partnership, told a meeting 
of the Shropshire Great Outdoors Strategy 
Board the group would continue to drive 
forward the restoration of the 200-year-old 
waterway. 

He said: “We are not a group of people 
who feel something should be done by 
‘them’ or by someone else; we are not going 
to leave it to ‘them’ to do it, we want to get 
on and do it ourselves by raising the money 
and welcoming volunteers.” 

Mr Dodwell said work was also taking 
place to apply for funding, adding any sup¬ 
port Shropshire Council could give would 
be gratefully accepted, but in the knowl¬ 
edge there may not be any funds available. 


HOSPITAL staff have been the vic¬ 
tims of violence or aggression 111 
times over the past year. 

The extent of the violence faced by 
health workers at Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital and Princess Royal Hospital Telford, 
has been revealed in a report to the board 
of Shrewsbury & Telford Hospitals NHS 
Trust. 

It tells how nurses have been hit, touched 
inappropriately and subjected to racist and an¬ 
ti-social abuse while trying to do their jobs. 

In one incident a patient barricaded himself 
in a theatre store room that had been inadvert¬ 
ently left open. The man then ransacked the

store room before smashing the window and 
escaping. 

Another saw aggressive behaviour from a 
man in the A&E waiting room at PRH and 
resulted in a glazed window panel on the ex¬ 
ternal waiting room door being kicked in and 
smashed. 

The hospitals have also faced a persistent 
nuisance from some patients with one man 
making 98 telephone call attempts at PRH in 
just 55 minutes. Two incidents also involved 
staff-on-staff altercations. 

Despite the shocking nature of attacks on 
health workers there has been a fall in the 


number of reported incidents of intentional 
violence and aggression at the hospitals in the 
past eight years. The 2017/18 figure of 111 is 
58 per cent lower than the 265 incidents re¬ 
ported in 2009/10. The trust has also reported 
310 incidents of violence or aggression involv¬ 
ing patients whose underlying medical con¬ 
dition - such as dementia - means that they 
are not held responsible for their actions. Of 
the reported 111 intentional violence and ag¬ 
gression incidents in 2017-18, 59 took place at 
RSH and 52 at PRH. The report to the trust’s 
board states: “Thirty involved physical contact 
(however minor or inconsequential), of these 24 
were on staff (22 of these were carried out by 
patients/public, two involved staff on staff). The 
other six were by patients or relatives (public) 


on the same. None of the intentional physical 
assault incidents involving trust staff during 
2017-18 resulted in serious injury or triggered 
reporting to the Health & Safety Executive 
(HSE). There were 81 intentional non-physical 
incidents - incidents of verbal abuse, threaten¬ 
ing or other anti-social behaviour by patients, 
relatives or public, 74 of these were made to¬ 
wards staff and the other seven towards other 
patients, relatives or public. 

“The trust supports all police and court ac¬ 
tions when taken and every effort is made 
to enable partnership working and achieve 
rightful sanction and redress for unacceptable 
behaviour. This often includes provision of sup¬ 
porting CCTV, Body Worn Video recordings or 
other documentary evidence.” 


About 2,000 county women 
missed in screening error 


Firms urged to support NHS celebrations

ABOUT 2,000 women in Shropshire 
were affected by the NHS breast 
cancer screening failure, it has been 
revealed. 

And it will take until the autumn to 
carry out the screening of the women who 
were missed, according to experts. 

Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt told the 
House of Commons recently that hundreds of 
thousands of women had not been sent invi¬ 
tations for the scans since 2009 because of a 
national computer error. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust (SaTH) launched an investigation to 
find out how many women in Shropshire had 
been affected and put in place extra capacity 
for catch-up breast screening sessions to take 
place. 

Nigel Lee, chief operating officer at SaTH, 
which runs Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and 
Telford’s Princess Royal Hospital, told a meet¬ 
ing of the trust board that about 2,000 patients 
in Shropshire had been affected. 

SaTH is offering catch-up sessions to women 
in Shropshire, aged between 70 and 79, who did 
not receive their invitations. 

Addition 

They are in addition to the normal NHS 
breast screening sessions. Mr Lee said: “It will 
take us until early autumn to get through all of 
those patients.” 

He said it was not known if anyone in the 
county had died because of the error. 

Women affected have been sent letters offer¬ 
ing them the opportunity for a catch-up session. 

Staff at SaTH have been volunteering to 
work extra hours to ensure that all women 
who want appointments can be seen within six 
months. Health bosses have thanked them for 
their commitment. 

Nationally, the error led to 450,000 people 
missing out on their final routine breast cancer 
screening. 

Women aged between 50 and 70 are supposed 
to be invited for a mammogram every three 
years. 

An independent review has been launched 
into the failure. 

Last month, Public Health England, which 
oversees the screening programme, said it was 
100 percent focused on providing advice and 
support to the women and their families who 
were not invited for their final NHS breast 
screening test. 


A RALLYING call has been issued for Shrop¬ 
shire businesses to back plans to celebrate 70 
years of the NHS. 

The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, which runs Telford’s Princess Royal 
Hospital and The Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, 
will celebrate the 70th year of the NHS with a 
charity fun day and fun run on July 7. 

And the trust is asking local businesses to 
get involved by donating gifts to put into 500 


goodie bags for those taking part in the fun 
run. Raffle and tombola prizes are also needed. 

The “call to arms” was launched by Julia 
Clarke, director of corporate governance at 
SaTH, with the support of Peter Guy, presi¬ 
dent of the Shropshire Chamber of Commerce, 
and Clive Knowles, owner of the British Iron¬ 
work Centre near Oswestry which has spon¬ 
sored the goodie bags. 

Julia said: “Participants are already getting 


a special commemorative NHS 70 medal and 
now we are asking local businesses to help us 
fill 500 goodie bags so we can give them out at 
the finish line. 

“The British Ironwork Centre has kindly 
sponsored the bags and now all we need to do 
is fill them up.

A COUNCILLOR wants to launch a com¬ 
munity speed watch in a village near 
Oswestry. 

Councillor Paul Milner, of Oswestry 
South, says the issue of speeding motorists 
which is being faced by residents in Trefo- 
nen on a daily basis must be resolved. 

He is currently working with the Shrop¬ 
shire branch of the Safer Roads Partner¬ 
ship in a bid to launch the group. 

Councillor Milner said: “It means resi¬ 
dents will be able to monitor the speeds of 
motorists coming through the village. 

“They won’t have any enforcement 
powers but it will certainly bring a visible 
awareness to motorists.” 

Similar schemes are already in place in 
communities across Shropshire, with a 
successful project in Baschurch clocking 
almost 300 speeding motorists in its first 
year alone. 

That group, which is led by residents, 
works closely with West Mercia Police so 
motorists travelling over the speed limit 
by 10 per cent plus 2mph - so 35mph in a 
30mph zone - receive an initial letter from 
the force, followed by a second letter if they 
are caught again within a set period. 

Anyone who breaks the speed limit for 
a third time, or those who are 20mph or 
more above the speed limit the first time, 
receives a visit from the police.

TWO former councillors have lodged a formal 
complaint against an authority for failing to re¬ 
tract a statement from a chief executive about 
Powys’s failing children’s services. 

Former Powys County Council children’s ser¬ 
vices portfolio holder and deputy leader Gra¬ 
ham Brown and ex-leader Barry Thomas are 
demanding answers from the authority over a 
statement made by chief executive Jeremy Pat¬ 
terson, on the back of the damming children’s 
services report last year. 

The report, in October, raised grave concerns 
across the county after it found children were 
put at serious risk of harm. 

In a statement to a council meeting the day 
after the report was published, the chief execu¬ 
tive gave a statement stating he was struggling

to get the support of the pair when they were 
in office and he did not get clarity about issues 
in the children’s services, which led to a delay 
in it getting matters resolved. 

The pair, who served on the authority for 
many years before standing down in May 2017, 
have said the statements are false as the chief 
executive was made aware of concerns from a 
consultancy report and he knew moves were 
being made to turn the service around. 

They have been demanding a retraction 
statement from the council, but have had lim¬ 
ited communication. 

They believe the statement has tarnished 


their reputations, and it has stopped Mr Brown 
from setting up consultancy work. 

He said: “He is pointing the finger at us say¬ 
ing the issues weren’t addressed sooner, but 
that isn’t the case. 

“We feel our reputations have been tar¬ 
nished, like we’ve been thrown under the bus. 

“He knew that things had been put in place 
to improve the service on the back of the con¬ 
sultancy report. His statement was damning as 
it pointed the finger, and it stated we had a lack 
of leadership, which is untrue. 

“We want the statement retracted. 

“I am trying to establish positions with con¬ 
sultancy and training firms, but I can’t as I 
have been accused of being unsupportive and 
lacking leadership in my own role.” 


On the back of the damaging report in Oc¬ 
tober last year, the council pledged millions 
of pounds to turn things around and improve¬ 
ments are being made. 

Days after the statement to the full council, 
Mr Patterson was off on sick leave and is yet to 
return to his post. 

The pair have instructed a solicitor who has 
unsuccessfully tried to set up a meeting with 
the council, and they are now lodging a formal 
complaint. 

Deputy chief executive David Powell said: 
“The county council can confirm that it has re¬ 
ceived correspondence from solicitors acting on 
behalf of former councillors Barry Thomas and 
Graham Brown. A response is being prepared 
and will be sent in due course.” 


Church officials raise fears 
over village homes plans 


Renewed plea over blocked fire station access

CHURCH officials have spoken out 
against plans to build 34 homes in 
a village. 

Shingler Homes revealed detailed plans 
at the end of April for the first phase of 
the housing estate off the B5009 in Whit¬ 
tington, near Oswestry. 

Outline planning permission for up to 50 
homes was granted in March 2016. 

Following a string of concerns from resi¬ 
dents - predominantly over a lack of parking 
in the village - the Lichfield Diocesan Board of 
Finance, which owns nearby land, has said the 
estate should be developed in one go. 

Niall Blackie, of FBC Manby Bowdler, on 
behalf of the board, said: “The provision of 34 
dwellings is, of course, a contribution towards 
the housing needs of the area. 

“A question therefore arises as to the weight 
that might be attached to that aspect of the 
development. Our submission for the LDBF is 
that very limited weight should attach to this 
housing contribution in the absence of the rest 
of the housing provision, and in the absence of 
the intended facilities. 

Contrived 

“The plans put forward are a contrived and 
piecemeal approach to what was clearly in¬ 
tended within the development plan to be a 
comprehensive scheme. The application gives 
no assurance as to the remainder of the de¬ 
velopment being brought forward. The other 
landowners do not have any agreement with 
the applicants.” 

Mr Blackie noted outline planning permis¬ 
sion included pedestrian links, open space and 
a school drop-off zone, as the site is near to the 
primary school. 

He added: “It is fundamentally worrying 
that the applicant has paid no attention at all 
to these requirements. 

“Safeguarding the future development po¬ 
tential of land beyond an application site is a 
well established and important material con¬ 
sideration, one that is vital in this case to the 
development plan and which therefore assumes 
paramount importance.” Meanwhile, Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s learning and skills department 
has noted Whittington Primary School is at ca¬ 
pacity with the secondary school for the catch¬ 
ment area also in need of additional space. 
Officers have called on the developers to make 
a financial contribution to provide additional 
spaces. 


EMERGENCY services bosses have made a re¬ 
newed call for motorists to stop blocking the 
entrance to a fire station and putting lives at 
risk. 

In recent years numerous calls for action 
have been made by firefighters and councillors 
in Welshpool to stop drivers parking across the 
entrance to the Severn Road station. 

An ambulance hub also sits behind the fire 
station, but firefighters are still reporting 


problems. Fire officials are in discussion with 
Powys County Council about putting measures 
in place to address the issue, and Rob Raynor, 
head of response for north Powys, wants some¬ 
thing done. He said: “We had a car over the en¬ 
trance on bank holiday Monday and it seems to 
have become more of a problem in recent years. 

“It never used to be like this, but it seems 
like it could be tourists who come to the area 
because the road is a tourist route. So far there 


have been no serious incidents, but we want to 
tackle the problem before an incident happens. 

“We have had discussions with Powys 
County Council and we will be talking to the 
highways department to get a hatched box in¬ 
troduced to inform people not to park there.” 

Last year councillors hit out at motorists 
for blocking the station, with County Council¬ 
lor Graham Breeze stating it was an accident 
waiting to happen. 


inaugural bike ride raises thousands for hospice 


A CHARITY bike ride raised nearly £10,000 in 
its first event. 

The ride was to raise money for Hope House 
Children’s Hospice which is based at Morda 
near Oswestry. 

After a successful debut event organisers at 
the Shropshire Gentleman’s Club have agreed 
to make it an annual ride. 

Consisting of either a 35 or 85-mile ride, 194 
cyclists took part in the event. Both starting at 
Grove School in Market Drayton, the 35-mile 
ride took participants to Wem and Whitchurch 


before returning to the school. The longer 
of the two rides took cyclists to Newport, 
Oswestry and Whitchurch before arriving back 
at the school. 

Having currently raised over £8,000, organis¬ 
ers are hoping the final figure will be in excess 
of £10,000. 

Tony King, a volunteer presenter on New¬ 
port’s Nova FM radio, was one of the riders to 
complete the first ever Shropshire Cycle Ride. 

The Mayor of Market Drayton, Councillor 
Mark Whittle, and the town crier were at the 


event which saw Mr King complete his 35 miles 
in three hours and 30 minutes, raising a total of 
£120 for the charity. 

Owen Paterson, MP for North Shropshire, 
was also in attendance to award the first male 
and female rider over the line. 

Once riders finished, a barbecue and massage 
tent were put on for participants back at Grove 
School. 

Mark Charman, from Shropshire Gentle¬ 
men’s Club, said: “It was such a fabulous event. 

“It was the first event of this type and to have 


nearly 200 riders was exceptional. We’ve learnt 
a few things and people have already said it’s a 
must do for next year.

She added “There are issues of people who are designing 
cycle tracks but they aren’t concerned about other people’s 
safety.”

Reassurances 
after break-in 


A SCHOOL has issued a 
letter re-assuring parents 
of pupil safety and security 
after a man with a sexual 
harm prevention order was 
found on its premises. 

Alexander Macura, 64, 
who gave his address as a 
caravan park in Lancashire, 
is banned from entering 
school premises due to a 
sexual harm order. 

However in May, he 
set off a burglar alarm at 
Maesydre School in Welsh¬ 
pool, and was found by a 
classroom assistant who 
responded to the alarm. She 
called 999, and Macura was 
arrested and pleaded guilty 
to two charges of breaching 
his order. He told police he 


was looking for somewhere 
to sleep, and last week he 
was handed a two-year com¬ 
munity order by magistrates 
in Welshpool. The case has 
prompted Powys County 
Council and the school to 
issue a letter to parents, 
after the incident sparked 
concerns. 

The letter said that the 
incident happened out¬ 
side of school hours and 
that damage caused by the 
break-in had been repaired 
and the school was secured. 
It confirmed no items had 
been removed, and the 
school had responded with 
robust action to ensure the 
safety and security of both 
staff and pupils.

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"Roads chief 
tells of cash cut 
disappointment

A SENIOR Shropshire councillor has re¬ 
vealed he was “incredibly disappointed” to 
learn his budget for the next two years was 
being slashed by £10 million. 

Councillor Steve Davenport, portfolio 
holder for highways and transport, said the 
cut would make it difficult for him to de¬ 
liver on a number of schemes he was keen 
to see completed. 

But he also said he was looking to have 
the decision overturned. The unitary au¬ 
thority confirmed recently it would reduc¬ 
ing the capital budget by £5m in 2018/19 
and again in 2019/20 to help meet its sav¬ 
ings targets. Councillor Davenport said: “I 
am incredibly disappointed. 

“But I am doing my best to overturn it 
because I am being asked to work with less 
than I had before and under extenuating 
circumstances. 

“The roads are bad at the moment. 
We’ve had a really bad winter and these 
cuts will mean we cannot deliver repairs 
as well as other works we had planned to 
complete.” 

Councillor Davenport added he had 
been inundated with emails from residents 
across Shropshire wanting to see road re¬ 
pairs. He continued: “We are working with 
5,500km of roads across Shropshire and I 
have had lots of emails asking me when 
repairs were going to be made to those 

Politician’s call 
for eye tests 
for motorists 

A POLITICIAN has backed calls to im¬ 
prove awareness among drivers in Mid 
Wales about the importance of having up 
to date eye tests before getting behind the 
wheel. 

An event in the Senedd saw AM for 
Montgomeryshire, Russell George, test a 
driving simulator, replicating the experi¬ 
ence of driving with glaucoma. The event 
- hosted by Vision Express - coincided with 
National Glaucoma Awareness Week. 

It is estimated that crashes involving a 
driver with poor vision cause 2,900 casual¬ 
ties each year. 

Research by Vision Express and OnePoll 
research finds that 15 per cent of drivers 
have not had an eye test since they passed 
their driving test - on average - 14 years 
previously. 

It is estimated that as many as 38,000 
people in Wales are suffering with glau¬ 
coma, half of which is undiagnosed. That 
means there are an estimated 19,000 peo¬ 
ple with glaucoma who could be driving 
without realising the danger they pose to 
themselves and others. 

Mr George said: “Many people don’t re¬ 
alise that changes in sight can be gradual, 
and experts say that patients suffering 
from undiagnosed glaucoma can lose up 
to 40 per cent of their vision before even 
noticing it. That’s why drivers of all ages 
have a responsibility to themselves, their 
passengers, other road users and pedestri¬ 
ans to ensure they take their eye health 
seriously.” 

Water company’s 
£40m investment 

THE only not-for-profit water company in 
Wales and England has announced it will 
fund an extra £40 million of investment 
over the next year on projects to benefit 
customers. 

Dwr Cymru Welsh Water confirmed the 
investment as part of its not-for-profit 
“customer dividend”, which sees invest¬ 
ment going directly back into water and 
wastewater services for customers. 

The announcement is in addition to the 
record amounts the company has invested 
in its infrastructure over the past year, 
with £430 million of capital investment - 
more than £1 million a day. 

The extra customer investment was 
announced as the company reported good 
financial results and strong overall oper¬ 
ational performance in the last year, and 
follows confirmation that the company has 
held average customer bills at, or below, 
the rate of RPI inflation for nine consec¬ 
utive years. 

The £40 million will help fund extra in¬ 
vestment in projects to benefit customers 
across most of Wales, Herefordshire and 
parts of Deeside.

A BUSINESSMAN has defended 
himself after the Charity Commis¬ 
sion raised concerns about a lack 
of donations from a charity cancer 
fund hospital shop and its invest¬ 
ment into building a Welsh dragon 
sculpture. 

Simon Wingett, who runs the Frank 
Wingett Cancer Relief Fund, handed 
£4,500 to the Wrexham Maelor Hospital 
in 2011 from its hospital shop fund, but 
no money has been donated since. 

Betsi Cadwaladr University Health Board 
said it had agreed with Mr Wingett that the 
shop should close in March after “concerns 
about the lack of donations”. 

It has also been revealed that in the last 10 
years money from the fund has been used to 
invest more than £400,000 in a project to build 
a Welsh dragon sculpture tourist attraction at 
Chirk near Oswestry. 

Confirmed 

The Charity Commission has confirmed it 
is looking into the management of the fund, 
which was set up by Simon Wingett’s father 
Frank Wingett, a former auctioneer and busi¬ 
nessman from Wrexham who died in 1987. 

A spokeswoman said: “The commission has 
opened a regulatory compliance case to look 
into serious concerns about the management 
and administration of the Frank Wingett Can¬ 
cer Relief Fund. 

“We are reviewing information provided by 
the trustee, and have requested further infor¬ 
mation as a matter of urgency, in order to as¬ 
sess compliance with their legal duties towards 
the charity.” No accounts had been filed with 
the Charity Commission since 2014. 

Mr Wingett said the sculpture would deliver 
a £1.5 million asset which will raise significant 
sums of money for cancer-related charities. 

He said: “There hasn’t been any money given 
since 2011, but that was when the planning 
permission and planning began on the pro¬ 
ject, which is going to be donating a significant 
amount of money to a number of charities. 

“I have been behind on the paperwork, that 
is what has happened and I have been con¬ 
tacted by The Charity Commission. 

“The fund has donated money over the years, 
and the dragon project will be raising further 
money for charities, helping the economy and 
creating jobs.”

Roadworks 
into their 
final stretch 

MOTORISTS have been urged to remain 
patient as roadworks move into their fi¬ 
nal stretch. 

The A483/Maesbury Road junction in 
Oswestry has seen a string of accidents in 
recent years, some fatal, and work is on¬ 
going to install traffic works and change 
the road layout to make it safer for road 
users. 

The works have caused major disrup¬ 
tion in the area, with some residents in 
Maesbury cut off and motorists facing 
long tailbacks in rush hour and at week¬ 
ends. 

However the work is into its final 
stretch now, and should be completed in 
just over a month’s time, in time for the 
school holidays. 

Councillors have issued another plea 
for motorists to remain calm and patient, 
with parish councillor Robert Milton say¬ 
ing the new road layout will be worth the 
wait.

A WATER company has apologised to 
residents for carrying out pothole repair 
work at 5am. 

Residents in Oswestry were awoken by 
the sound of drilling in the early hours 
of May 24, after contractors on behalf of 
Severn Trent Water arrived to repair a 
pothole at the junction of Willow Street 
and Oak Street. 

Disgruntled resident Wayne Francis 
went out to confront the workmen, who 
continued with the work before leaving 
a short time later. He said he was livid 
they were working so early in the morn¬ 
ing, and tried to investigate why they 
were there. 

Inquiries revealed it was contractors 
carrying out work on behalf of the water 
company. 

Mr Francis said: “Someone had begun 
to put cones out beforehand, then all of 
a sudden this drilling began and it was 
4.50am.” 

A spokesman for Severn Trent has is¬ 
sued an apology and said the team had 
arrived earlier to avoid rush hour traffic. 

He said: “We’re sorry for anyone who was 
disturbed by our engineers completing re¬ 
pairs to the road early in the morning.”

Multi-million pound revamp of council 
base will not start until end of next year 


THE revamped Shropshire Way will 
launch its northern loop later this year. 

Shropshire Council’s Outdoor Partner¬ 
ships team has been working on the project 
since 2016 when it was decided to simplify 
the route into a figure of eight compris¬ 
ing two circular walks. The northern loop 
takes in 70 miles, passing from Shrewsbury 
to Whitchurch, via Wem, across to Elles¬ 
mere, past Oswestry, and via Nesscliffe 
back to the county town. Helen Beresford, 
from the Outdoor Partnerships team, said 
it was hoped work would be completed in 
time for a September launch. A new web¬ 
site was also being developed to support 
it. She said: “We hope it can be used as a 
product to bring people into Shropshire, 
just like Offa’s Dyke does. The website will 
include accommodation and the like, and a 
guide book is being created.” 

The Shropshire Way was devised in 
1980 in association with the Ramblers to 
create a route from the Sandstone Trail 
in the north of the county to Offa’s Dyke 
in the south. An extension to include Clun 
and Stiperstones was included in the early 
1990s before it was developed in the north 
in 2010. Ms Beresford said: “Wanting to 
complete that route was pretty impossible 
- it was hard to follow and in some places 
there were waymarks pointing in different 
directions.” 

Ramblers chief 
praises work 
of volunteers 

VOLUNTEERS from Oswestry’s Parish 
Paths Partnership group were thanked for 
performing a valuable service when they 
received a recent visit from the chief exec¬ 
utive of Britain’s biggest walking organi¬ 
sation. 

Vanessa Griffiths, CEO of The Ram¬ 
blers, also congratulated Shropshire 
Council on encouraging and training P3 
groups to carry out the work the council 
can no longer afford to undertake and said 
The Ramblers could be looking to use the 
county scheme as an example for the rest 
of the country. 

The group was installing two metal kiss¬ 
ing gates on a footpath close to Oswestry 
waterworks on June 8 when they were vis¬ 
ited by Ms Griffiths and Rachael Bailey, the 
walking organisation’s director of delivery 
and development, who broke their journey 
to Shrewsbury for their whistle-stop visit. 

They were in the county for a Ramblers’ 
Roadshow held at Shrewsbury Town Foot¬ 
ball ground the following day. 

Ms Griffiths said: “I am only sorry that 
more council do not train volunteers to 
take over the maintenance of footpaths and 
the repair and replacement of stiles. It is 
clearly working in Shropshire and in these 
times of austerity it may be the only way to 
keep them open. 

“Huge congratulations should also go to 
Shropshire Council for the trust and train¬ 
ing they afforded the volunteers and to the 
landowners who co-operated with the pro¬ 
gramme.”

A SCAFFOLDING firm from Oswest- 
ry has been fined £28,000 after a 
contractor slipped and fractured his 
spine. 

Oswestry Shropshire Scaffold Ltd ad¬ 
mitted health and safety breaches at court 
but now says there needs to be change in 
the law. 

The court heard a sub contractor working for 
Centreco UK Ltd was installing solar panels on 
the roof of Firth Steels in West Yorkshire in De¬ 
cember 2015, when he slipped on the roof and 
fell through scaffold, landing on a sub station 
roof. 

He suffered life changing injuries including a 
fractured spine, broken coccyx, nerve damage 
and was in hospital for three months. 

Centreco Ltd, of Lancashire, also pleaded 
guilty and was fined £33,500 and ordered to 
pay £945 costs. 

Oswestry Shropshire Scaffold Ltd was also 
ordered to pay £945 costs. 

An investigation by the Health and Safety 
Executive found the Oswestry company had 
not erected the scaffold to industry standards, 
and failed to take effective measures to prevent 
workers falling through. 

Returning 

However, speaking after the case, Lee Rob¬ 
erts of the company said a “scaff tag” had been 
put on the scaffolding informing contractors 
the scaffolding was not complete and the firm 
would be returning to do the work. 

He said because there wasn’t an email trail 
proving he had informed contractors to get off 
the roof, he had to plead guilty to the offence. 

He said: “We had put a scaff tag on there 
which said the work was not complete, and we 
would be returning to finish it. 

“But because there wasn’t an e-mail trail 
from me saying to stop any work there, I had 
to plead guilty or the fine would have been 
£120,000.” He said more protection was needed 
for contractors. Mr Roberts, whose firm is based 
at Top House Farm, Woolston, added: “There 
are not enough laws to protect companies from 
types of incidents like this. We have done 2,700 
jobs over the seven years as a company, and 
nothing like this has happened before.” 

However in a statement John Williams, man¬ 
aging director of Centraco, said: “A green scaff 
tag was put on which is to hand over the scaf¬ 
folding. It had a green tag, and a certificate was 
handed over and signed off.”

While a bit of pressure is part and 
parcel of work life, and can even be 
a good motivator for achieving goals, 
living with the constant strain of an 
excessive workload, unrealistic dead¬ 
lines and high expectations can be 
extremely detrimental to your mental 
and physical wellbeing. 

More than 12.5 million UK working days 
are lost each year to work-related stress, 
depression or anxiety, so it’s a real problem 
- and important that everybody, employees 
and employer alike, acknowledges it and 
takes necessary steps to help manage it. 

But knowing where to start can be dif¬ 
ficult, especially when you’re already over¬ 
whelmed, but small changes can make a big 
difference. Here, Liz Walker, HR director at 
Unum, outlines eight simple steps to help 
your work-related wellbeing year-round. 

1. Be ‘smart’ 

“If you’re feeling a little down at work, 
set yourself some goals to boost motivation. 
They need to be realistic to achieve,” says 
Walker. She suggests using the ‘SMART’ 
acronym, which stands for: specific, meas¬ 
urable, attainable, realistic, and time-spe¬ 
cific. So rather than just vaguely vowing to 
be better at managing your time, set out a 
named task, that’s not impossible to com¬ 
plete, with a realistic deadline. “It’s much 
more motivating if you start with things 
you can achieve easily, so you can build up 
your wins and momentum from there,” says 
Walker. 

2. Take time out 

Saving all your holiday up for a long 
getaway might be a nice thought, but it’s 
probably not benefiting you in the long-run. 
Walker suggests that by giving yourself 
more three-day weekends throughout the 
year, particularly after a more stressful pe¬ 
riod at work - you are less at risk of wearing 
yourself too thin. 

Taking time away from your desk is an 
important step towards staying present and 
engaged with those around you, whether 
that’s picking up the kids from school or 
completing a DIY project you’ve been put¬ 
ting off for months. By using your annual 
leave to make the occasional day off a more 
frequent part of your working routine, 
you’ll benefit from a fresh perspective and 
feel better-equipped to handle the pressure. 

3. Maximise your work perks 

“Lots of people use the earlier months 
as a chance to do a little ‘spring cleaning’, 
which should also include reviewing your 
current work offerings,” Walker says. 

By fully assessing what benefits are on 
offer from your employer, you can ensure 
you’re getting the most out of your job. 
You don’t have to be sat at your desk to in¬ 
crease job satisfaction; make use of discount 
vouchers for weekend trips and evening 
meals, take some classes at the work gym 
or sign yourself up for a training course to 
learn a new skill. 

4. Let there be light 

There’s a lot to be said for the power of

light and the positive impact it can have on 
our working day. “Natural light helps sta¬ 
bilise serotonin and triggers endorphins, 
both mood-boosting hormones, leaving you 
calmer and happier,” says Walker. Resist 
the temptation to snack at your desk by 
using your lunch break to get out of the of¬ 
fice, even if it’s just for a short walk around 
the block, to refresh and relax. 

5. Ask about employee recognition 
schemes 

“Ask your employer if they might con¬ 
sider introducing an employee recognition 
scheme to highlight great work done by 
your teams,” suggests Walker. “Whether 
the recognition is made publicly or pri¬ 


vately, it will boost morale and create a 
more positive work environment”. 

6. Know your limits 

One of the leading causes of work-related 
stress is an excessive workload. “If you 
feel overwhelmed at a particularly busy or 
stressful time at work or in your personal 
life, talking to your line manager or HR will 
give them a better understanding of your 
capacity,” says Walker. 

7. Talk about it 

While opening up a discussion on men¬ 
tal health isn’t always easy, speaking to 
a trusted colleague may put you at ease. 
Work-related stress, depression or anxiety 
accounts for 40 per cent of work-related ill 


health, according to HSE, so it’s likely that 
another close colleague has been feeling 
the same way. If you’re nervous about in¬ 
itiating a conversation with your boss, try 
sending an email voicing your feelings and 
ask them to get back to you after reading i. 

8. Take control of your finances 

Walker says financial health is vital to 
feeling happy and healthy at work. Budg¬ 
eting doesn’t have to be boring; monitor 
your finances using mobile budgeting apps 
or take advantage of financial assistance 
schemes that may be on offer in your work¬ 
place. “By relieving stress from all areas 
of our lives, we can ensure our attitude to¬ 
wards the workplace remains positive.”

Ten steps to 
perfecting 
the art of 
complaining 

IRKED by shoddy service but can’t face 
complaining? Follow these 10 steps and 
it’ll probably be much easier than you 
think, says Vicky Shaw. 

If you’d rather seethe quietly than make a complaint 
when something’s gone wrong, you’re not alone. 

According to free complaints service Resolver (re¬ 
solver.co.uk), common reasons people give for not 
complaining include: Not thinking they could win, wor¬ 
rying it could take too long, and being put off by the 
idea that the process might be too complicated. 

While some businesses’ complaints services may not 
be up to scratch, Resolver says more and more are real¬ 
ising the value of keeping their customers happy - and, 
in turn, keeping them coming back. 

Resolver founder, James Walker, says: “Let’s dispel 
a few myths. It’s dead easy to make a complaint - and 
it doesn’t have to take long at 
all. You can also make a com¬ 
plaint in your own right - and 
in your own words.” 

Here are his top tips... 

1. Take a deep breath 

Bad service, being ripped-off 

and bureaucracy can make us 
see red. So it’s vital to take a 
moment to calm down before 
making a complaint. Grab a 
drink, gather your thoughts 
and channel that anger. When 
we’re upset, we don’t always 
express ourselves clearl. 

2. Keep it simple 

Focus on the key issues. Start with what you wanted 
or were expecting, explain what went wrong, and finish 
with what you want to sort out the complaint. 

3. Be polite 

Even customer service experts trying to be fair can 
be swayed by rudeness. That can extend to formatting 
in a complaints letter or emails, like overusing capital 
letters, making letters bold and underlining text (or 
worst of all, all three!). 

4. Bullet points help you focus 

Even if you hate writing, it can be tempting to start 

drafting the complaint version of War And Peace when 
you get going. Why not try writing out bullet points? It 
keeps your complaint straightforward and you’re more 
likely to remember key information. 

5. Get help 

Not everyone feels comfortable putting their 
thoughts into writing, and for various reasons, it can 
be good to get some support. Organisations have a 
range of ways they can help you make a complaint. 

Free help from Citizens Advice and other charities can 
help you get started. 

6. It’s all about commu¬ 
nication 

There are a few steps you 
can take to help solve com¬ 
munication problems with a 
business. Something as sim¬ 
ple as writing ‘complaint’ on 
an email, message or letter 
makes it unarguably clear 
what the deal is. Asking for a 
straightforward explanation 
of what the business is going 
to do to sort things out is an¬ 
other tactic that can help. 

7. Photograph your doc¬ 
uments 

One of the leading reasons 
people give up on complaints is admin. Often, busi¬ 
nesses will ask you to send in documents to support 
your case. Firstly, avoid sending originals. Photograph 
your documents and attach them to a complaint using 
a smartphone. 

8. Do your research 

If you’ve got a parking ticket you want to challenge, 
then it makes sense to snap a few photographs to back 
up your case. The same goes for many complaints. If 
you can gather evidence, even links online to other 
people who’ve had the same problem with a product or 
service, it can help. 

9. Tell it from the heart 

It’s often easy for businesses to miss the personal 
aspect of problems. So take a moment to explain the 
impact an error has had on you. You don’t need to lay 
it on thick - but if a situation has caused you some 
distress, it’s important that the business understands 
why. 

10. Don’t give up 

And finally, if you don’t get the answer you want at 
first, ask about escalating your complaint. Many indus¬ 
tries have ombudsmen or dispute resolution schemes 
you can take your complaint to for free. It shouldn’t 
take long to make a complaint - and you can make a 
complaint in just a few minutes if you plan a little.

ROAD TEST 


Impressive option in the SUV sector 



By Graham Breeze 


Mitsubishi has been a major player in the 
four-wheel-drive sector since the early 
days of motoring back in the 1930s so it is 
no surprise to see the new Eclipse Cross 
competing in the SUV sector. 

In fact Mitsubishi could probably claim to 
have kick started the whole 4X4 industry - so 
it was a surprise to find that new Eclipse is 
also available in two-wheel-drive format. 

Initially available with just a 1.5-litre 
turbocharged petrol engine the Eclipse Cross 
4 we tested came in two-wheel-drive mode 
with Mitsubishi bosses planning to win sales 
from Nissan Qashqai, Peugeot 3008 and Seat 
Ateca showrooms. Some Mitsubishi drivers 
may choose to downsize though. 

Specified 

The new mid-sized SUV is available in 
three trim levels Eclipse Cross 2, 3 and 
4 - with the 4 on test producing 163hp and 
250Nm of torque through a six-speed manual 
transmission. 

The Eclipse Cross is extremely well 
specified, with even the entry-level 2 version 
offering features such as a touch-pad 
controller, Smartphone Display Audio that is 
compatible with Apple CarPlay and Android 
Auto, rearview camera, DAB radio with six 
speakers, cruise control, climate control air 
conditioning, LED Daytime Running Lights, 
Bluetooth connectivity for hands-free calls, 
16-inch alloy wheels, privacy glass and 
heated door mirrors. 

The Eclipse Cross 3 addsl8-inch alloy 
wheels, a head-up display, heated front seats,

front and rear parking sensors, dual-zone 
climate control, keyless entry and keyless 
start, electrically folding door mirrors, silver 
side sills and an electronic handbrake on 
automatic versions. 

Pricing starts from £22,575 for the front- 
wheel drive Eclipse Cross 3 manual and 
£23,850 for the front-wheel drive automatic. 
The Eclipse Cross 3 4WD automatic is priced 
from £25,350. 

Completing the line-up, the flagship Eclipse 
Cross 4 version gets leather trim, electrically- 
adjustable driver’s seat, electric opening 
panoramic roof and a Rockford Fosgate 
Premium sound system with nine speakers. 

There’s also a suite of advanced driver 
assistance systems including LED 
headlamps, 360°parking camera, Blind 
Spot Warning, Rear Cross Traffic Alert, Lane 
Change Assist and Adaptive Cruise Control 
on the automatic. 

The model on test would set you back a 


tenner under £25,000, which is more than 
some of the competition, but still good 
value when you consider how much of the 
equipment would be considered costly extras 
on rival brands. 

The new Eclipse is a joy to drive, particularly 
on country roads where crisply weighted 
steering is evident, while inside the cockpit 
Mitsubishi has upped the game. There’s a 
complete new look, thanks to piano-black 
trim, improved plastic, metal effect inserts 


and no sign at all off the previous clutter of 
unsightly controls. 

The driver sits high with plenty of steering 
wheel and seat adjustment available, but I’m 
not a fan of the split-level rear window which 
really does make vision difficult - thankfully 
that’s where the rear-view camera comes into 
its own. 

While the space up-front is impressive it’s a 
bit tighter in the back where three passengers 
found things a little on the cosy side. And boot 


space isn’t what you would expect either only 
just passing the golf clubs test. 

The model on test had a top speed of 
127mph and got to 62mph in 10.3 seconds 
while averaging just under 40mpg over a 
week’s driving. C02 levels are 151g/km. 

The Eclipse is a good looking and impressive 
option in the SUV sector. Mitsubishi is 
renowned for knowing the market and they 
look to be spot on this time. Expect sales to 
grow, quickly.

The first-generation Toyota Aygo - 
launched in 2007 - was a brilliant 
city car, virtually without rivals until 
the likes of the Volkswagen Up! 
showed the world that they could 
be as mature as superminis. The 
second-generation version, in 2014 
and once again built alongside 
identical models from Peugeot and 
Citroen, moved the game on slightly 
with a bold new look. 

It’s now received its first major 
upgrade since launch, giving it a new 
set of gloves in the fight against its 
rivals. 

The old ‘X’ styling motif has been 
toned down, with the interchangeable 
coloured panel now replaced with a 
simpler ‘face’, similar to the rest of the 
Toyota range. 

It’s flanked by new headlights with 
LED daytime running lights - mirrored 
by LED features in the tail lights - and 
bolstered with two eye-catching 
exterior colours: Blue Burst and 
Magenta Fizz. 

Inside, there are few obvious 
changes, though the old infotainment 
system has been replaced with a 
more modern Pioneer head unit 
incorporating Android Auto. 

Improvements 

Under the skin there has been 
a raft of alterations, with minor 
improvements to the engine and 
serious work on reducing noise, 
vibration and harshness. 

Though the Aygo’s siblings from 
Peugeot and Citroen are offered with 
an additional, higher-powered engine, 
the Toyota gets just one. It’s a 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder naturally aspirated unit, 
pumping out 71bhp and 93Nm of 
torque. 

The engine offers up a characterful 
thrummy sound and pairs well with 
a progressive clutch and decent 
five-speed gearbox, but it’s very slow. 
Despite performance figures broadly in 
line with other city cars, it feels far less 
peppy, and joining motorways or faster 
roads is a full-throttle effort. 

It is, however, very efficient. Toyota 
claims 68.9mpg on the combined 
cycle - helped by the car’s light weight. 

As with most cars in this class, 
the key feature of the Aygo’s driving 
experience is lightness - all the 
controls are free and easy, and the 
short-travel clutch is a nice bonus, 
allowing for quick gearshifts. 

As with most city cars, the Aygo 
is pretty chuckable, with the narrow 
tyres clinging on without too much 
momentum to challenge them. 


It’s rather remote, though, with 
the chassis and steering not as 
communicative as they could be. It 
rolls heavily in the corners but the 
payoff is a comfortable ride - the 
Aygo deals effectively with city 
potholes and speed bumps. 

Toyota’s worked hard on improving 
refinement, and while the result is 
a slight improvement over the old 
car, it’s still not as hushed as rivals. 
The engine gets very vocal when 
it’s worked hard - and you will need 
to work it hard - and wind noise is 
noticeable at higher speeds. 

Before this facelift, the Aygo took 
the inspiration for its bold design 
from Japanese manga comics. The 
revisions tone things down rather, 
making for a car that’s less divisive 
but also more anonymous. 

Styling 

Overall, it’s a smart-looking little 
thing though, with eye-catching 
LED daytime running lights and a 
subtler ‘X’ design for the grille. The 
rear styling has remained the same, 
but we like the all-glass hatch and 
continuation of the ‘X’ theme. 

Though basic models do look 
rather, well, basic, step up the range 
to mid-spec x-play or above and 
you get bolder alloy wheels plus 
personalisation options for the front 
spoiler lip and the panels below the 
headlights. 

After the bold exterior, the interior 
is a little disappointing. Some colour 
- as you’d find on the VW Up! or 
Renault Twingo - would lift things, 
but the Aygo is mostly a sea of 
different-coloured grey plastics. 

It’s not very spacious either. While 
rivals can accommodate adults in 
the rear, albeit for brief journeys, 


limited legroom and a severe lack 
of headroom mean you wouldn’t be 
able to fit four six-footers in this car, 
no matter how short the trip. The 
boot is also tiny, with a high loading 
sill to lug things over. 

Mid-spec x-play grade gets 
most essential kit including air 
conditioning, height adjustment 
for the driver’s seat, Safety Sense 
automatic emergency braking and 
a touchscreen infotainment display. 
It’s a big upgrade over the screen in 
the old car and, crucially for younger 
buyers, supports Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto. 

Higher trims add exclusive paint 
finishes and alloy wheels but not 
much extra equipment. 

The x-plore grade adds foglights, a 
reversing camera and built-in sat nav, 
while high-end x-cite and x-clusiv 
gain climate control air conditioning, 
part-leather upholstery and keyless 
entry. 

Step up the grades and things do 
quickly become expensive, though. 

A mid-spec x-play starts at £11,375 - 
more than £1,000 above a mid-spec 
Skoda Citigo SE, while our top- 
spec x-clusiv was an eye-watering 
£13,895. 

The Toyota Aygo fails to overcome 
some of the hurdles that other city 
cars can leap - it’s still very slow, 
unhappy cruising on the motorway 
and lacks the space that rivals offer. 
Remain in town though and it’s a 
great option - easy to manoeuvre, 
effortless to park and fun to dart 
about in. 

The purchase price is a little high 
compared with rivals’ but running 
costs should be very low indeed, and 
Toyota’s standard five-year warranty 
is a big plus for private buyers.

SHROPSHIRE shared the victory 
honours with Buckinghamshire 
as their 2018 Unicorns Twenty20 
campaign reached its conclusion. 

The visitors won last Sunday’s 
opening match at Whitchurch by 
five wickets - but Shropshire then 
came out on top by 14 runs in a 
rain-affected second game. 

Berkshire qualify from Shrop¬ 
shire’s five-team group for finals 
day at Wormsley later, with Shrop¬ 
shire ending with an overall record 
of three wins, three defeats and 
two abandoned games from their 
eight fixtures. 

Shropshire’s qualification hopes 
had been dashed after both of their 
scheduled matches at Hereford¬ 
shire last month were washed out. 

Shropshire elected to bat first in 
last weekend’s opener and, having 
been in early trouble at 18-4, were 
eventually dismissed for 92 inside 
17 overs. Ryan Lockley, who made 
25, top scored, with Masoor Khan 
inflicting much of the damage by 
taking 4-14. 

Buckinghamshire, held to¬ 
gether by 37 from George Russell, 
hit back with 93-5, reaching their 
target inside 16 overs, with David 
Laird claiming 2-12 for the hosts. 

Game two saw Shropshire in¬ 
vited to bat first and they impres¬ 
sively kept the scoreboard ticking 
over to total 210-4 from their 20 
overs. Skipper Will Parton and 
Jack Edwards laid solid founda¬ 
tions by putting on 77 before Ed¬ 
wards was first man out for 41 
from 31 balls. Parton helped move 
the score along to 107 when he 
went for 44 from 31 deliveries. 

Alexei Kervezee added 20 and 
Ross Aucott hammered a rapid 40 
from just 16 balls before wicket¬ 
keeper Simon Gregory weighed in 
with an unbeaten 42 from 21 balls, 
including three of the 11 sixes 
Shropshire hit in their innings. 

Buckinghamshire, in reply, were 
set a revised victory target of 90, 
after a delay for rain, from seven 
overs. They ended 14 runs short as 
they closed on 75-3. 

Bryan Jones, Shropshire’s chair¬ 
man of selectors, said: “We had a 
young side out, a few changes and 
debutants, so it was a good perfor¬ 
mance and a good reaction in the 
second game. The nature of this 
game is you can be bowled out for 
90 and the next game, if you still 
go at it, you can score 200.”

The Cardiff born 18-year-old arrives with a 
good pedigree after beginning his career as a 
youngster with Newport County before join¬ 
ing Swansea’s academy. 

“Ben’s a very promising player,” said TNS 
chief Ruscoe. “and this move will help his 
development by gaining experience in a Eu¬ 
ropean competition but also in the JD Welsh 
Premier League.

He is one of several new signings, with the 
Saints having also captured Hamilton Aca¬ 
demical midfielder Danny Redmond, former 
Liverpool defender Kane Lewis, ex Accring¬ 
ton Stanley teenage midfielder Josh Hmami, 
Staines Town defender Joash Nembhard and 
former Bangor City keeper Connor Roberts. 

“You’ve got to evolve and make new sign¬ 
ings to freshen things up,” added Ruscoe. 
“The new lads have settled in, and going away 
last week, training hard and being together 
helped the squad gel as well as bond.” 

n European football will be coming to Park 
Hall at the end of the month when TNS’ 
Welsh Premier rivals Cefn Druids take on FC 
Trakai. 

The Druids, who are unable to play on their 
own ground, will meet the Lithuanians on 
Thursday, June 28 (7pm) at the home of the 
Saints, before making the return leg to the 
Alytus Stadium the following week.

JACK LAMBERT rewrote the re¬ 
cord books to once again come out 
on top at the Shropshire Schools 
Track and Field Championships, 
writes PAUL SANDERSON. 

The Lacon Childe School star 
became the first athlete ever to 
break the 60-metre barrier in the 
hammer at the championships. 

Lambert’s superb 60.90m 
throw was, meanwhile, 10 metres 
further than the English Schools 
national standard and saw him 
win the Bristow Sports Trophy 
for best boys’ performance for 
the fourth year running - another 
feat unmatched in the 30-year 
history of the award. 

His record-breaking exploits 
took place on a gloriously warm 


day at Telford Stadium, where 
hundreds of the best athletes 
from schools and colleges around 
the county met to do battle. 

Shrewsbury High School’s 
Dora Tomlinson lifted the Bris¬ 
tow Sports Trophy for best girls’ 
performance thanks to a 5.36m 
leap in the long jump. Tomlinson 
was the only girl to beat the Eng¬ 
lish Schools entry standard. 

Jake Watson, from Idsall 
School, was the only other boy to 
beat the national standard. 

Competing in the pole vault, 
Watson cleared 4.50m to break 
the championship record, which 
had stood for 22 years, by 50 
centimetres. Another champi¬ 
onship best fell in the 800m, 


which Bridgnorth Endowed’s Ol¬ 
iver Carvell won in a time of one 
minute 55.6 seconds, knocking a 
tenth of a second off his own re¬ 
cord. 

Katie Hulme, from Meole Brace 
School, equalled the entry stand¬ 
ard with an impressive time of 
46.4 seconds in the intermediate 
girls’ 300m. 

An incredible performance by 
Jess Humphreys saw her smash 
the 22-year-old championship 
record in the intermediate girls’ 
3000m by more than 30 seconds. 

The Thomas Telford student 
crossed the line in a time of 10 
minutes, 21 seconds, obliterating 
the previous mark set by Ceri 
Davies in 1996.

DESPITE a terrific knock from Roman 
Walker, Oswestry fell just a couple 
of balls away from saving their Bir¬ 
mingham League division one clash 
against Bromsgrove at St Godswald 
Road.

IT’S full steam ahead as The 
New Saints gear up for a trip 
to Macedonia to tackle KF 
Shkendija in the first qualifying 
round of this season’s UEFA 
Champions League. 

Following the draw in Switzerland, the Welsh 
Premier champions first head to Shkendija’s 
Ecology Arena on Tuesday, July 10, followed by 
the return leg at Park Hall seven days later. 

Should they progress, Scott Ruscoe’s side - who 
were seeded for the first round - will then take on 
either Georgian champions FC Torpedo Kutaisi 
or Moldova high-fliers FC Sheriff in the second 
qualifying round at the end of next month. 

The Saints are playing their 20th season in Eu¬ 
rope, the 19th in a row, and will have two more 
weeks to prepare than in previous years. How¬ 
ever, it will be a tricky tie against Shkendija who 
have twice won the Macedonian First League, 
first back in 2010/11 and again last season. 

Based in Tetovo, in the north west of the coun¬ 
try, they have lost both of their previous Cham¬ 
pions League games, but have enjoyed some 
success in the Europa League in each of the last 
four seasons. 

The Macedonians had their best run in the 
last two years when reaching the play-off round 
before losing to AC Milan 7-0 on aggregate last 
season and Gent the year before. 

They knocked out FK Trakai on that run, the 
side that Welsh Premier play-off winners Cefn 
Druids will face at Park Hall next Thursday in 
the Europa League preliminary round. 

Last season, TNS beat Europa of Gibraltar 4-3 
on aggregate in the Champions League first qual¬ 
ifying round before bowing out to Croatian side 
HNK Rijeka in the following round. 

This season, should they lose at the first hur¬ 
dle, they will have an automatic place in the 
Europe League, but will want to stay as long as 
possible in the top competition. They will have 
to navigate four rounds if they are to book their 
place in the highly lucrative group stages. 

“We want to progress,” said manager Scott 
Ruscoe, who himself played 30 games for the 
Saints in European competitions. 

“Out of the five teams we knew we could have 
faced in our group, this is the second or third 
toughest we could have had.” 

After a four day training camp in Portugal, the 
Saints were back on home surrounds this week 
with a friendly against Welsh Premier rivals and 
fellow European qualifiers Cefn Druids at Park 
Hall on Wednesday night. 

It was a chance for fans to see the summer’s 
new recruits - Hamilton Academical midfielder 
Danny Redmond, former Liverpool defender 
Kane Lewis, ex Accrington Stanley teenage mid¬ 
fielder Josh Hmami and Staines Town defender 
Joash Nembhard.
